Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 27 - a computer readable media is not defined (i.e. floppy disk, CD- 
ROM, etc) in specification or in the claim. 

Claim 28 - electromagnetic signals carrying instructions for execution. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-26 are allowable over the prior of records. 

5. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: Claims 6-7, 12-13, 17, 22 are allowable over the prior art 
of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor
